SOLDIER DESCRIBES 
WORK OF BOLSHEVIKL 


{BY A. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE} 
OMSK (Siberia) Feb. 14-—A Rus- 
sian volunteer soldier who took part 
in the battle of Perm gives the fol- 
lowing narrative of what he saw in 
the village of Kouvchine, not far

A RUSSIAN MASTER. 


RACHMANINOFF SYMPHONY 
HAS MUSICAD QUALITY. 


By Jeanne Redman. 


Ths Rachmaninoff Symphony Ne. 
2 was the offering of the Los An- 
geles ®ymphony Orchestra, yester- 
day afternoon, on the occasion of the 
fifth programme of this season. 
Rachmaninoff combines a serious 
musicianship with a curious pen- 
chant for attracting the layman, and 
his second symphony has this same 
quality of universality, observable 
in his lesser works. 

After a rather long introduction, 
the — have the setting forth of 
the main theme of the first move- 


ment. which is an Allegro. There 


is an exquisite melodioqusness 
throughout the second movement, 
especia’.y in the Trio, when the 
composer achieves an unusually 
lovely effect with the violins and the 
wood winds. The Adagio is a ma- 
jesatic movement, in the middle sec- 
tion of which the first theme, from 
the introduction comes again. There 
is a very elaborate development, and 
a brillient coda at the conclusion. 

The “Finlandia” of Sibelius is a 
star work for this orchestra, which 
— Played it with success before, 

than once, and which yester- 
40 did some excellent coloring of 
tones and accents. The piece le pa- 
triotic, broadly, and rather bom- 
bastic in style, but cleverly or- 
chestrated. 

The Women’s 2 Club, under 
the direction of J. „ sang 
two numbers, with “sare Hennion 
Robinson, our accompanist par ex- 
cellence, at the piano, and one with 
orchestra.

has scarcely an appropWMate place on 
a symphony programme. The 
waltz song of Bembere was given 
with orchestra. and conducted, as 
were the other orchestral numbers, 
by Adolph Tandler. 


CONLIN’S SINGING 


Joseph Conlin, Irish tenor, who has 
only recently been discharged from 
the service of the American army, 
sang last evening at Trinity Audito- 
rium to a very small house. Conlin 
is better known, apparently, in the 
East and Middle West, where he has 
attained considerable favor with his 
voice and manner of singing, both of 
which merit a far finer recognition 
than he was accorded here. 

Conlin has an excellent enuncia- 
tion, and his sustained tones are very 
pure, as is also his pitch. He gave 
us a widely varied programme, in- 
cluding some popular encores. 
“Mother Machree,” “Love's Garden 
of Dreams,” and Kahn's “Ave Ma- 
ria,” were especially appealing to his 
hearers. He also sang CAdman’s set- 
ting of Cecil Canning’s poem, “phe 
Doeskin Blanket.“ which is a tender 
bit of poesy, and a colorful setting. 

Assisting Conlin were Amandus 
Zoeliner, violinist, and Joseph Zoell- 
ner, painist, of the Zoellner Quar- 
tette. The Zoellner contributions to 
the programme were, as usual. indi- 
vidual, and yet sensitive to the in- 
tention of the composer.

A RUSSIAN MASTER. 


RACHMANINOFF SYMPHONY 
HAS MUSICAD QUALITY.

Ths Rachmaninoff Symphony No. 
3 was the offering of the Los An- 
geles fvymphony Orchestra, yester- 
day afternoon, on the occasion of the 
fifth programme of this season. 
Rachmaninoff combines a serious 
musicianship with a curious pen- 
chant for attracting the layman, and 
his second symphony has this same 
quality of universality, observable 
in his lesser works. 

After a rather long introduction, 
the violins have the setting forth of 
the main theme of the first move- 
ment. which is an Allegro.

Conlin has an excellent enuncia- 
tion, and his sustained tones are very 
pure, as is also his pitch. He gave 
us a widely varied programme, in- 
cluding some popular encores.

The big parade of candidates in- 
dorsed by the Association of Better- 
ment of Public Service and support- 
ers of the association's movement 
will take place tonight.

A new angle of the Hendricks- 
Kimball marriage developed yester- 
day, when Maurine Hendricks, who 
married Thomas Kimball Litch at 
Albuquerque, N. M., September 18, 
1917, believing him to be a single 
man, filed suit against him through 
Attorneys Schenck and Kitrelle ask- 
ing $250,000 damages for alleged 
false and fraudulent representations. 
Mr. Litch, son of a multi-millionaire 
iron man of Pittsburgh, is alleged 
to be worth $2,000,000. 

Maurine Hendricks while residing 
in Albuquerque met the wealthy 
Pittsaburgher, who informed her his 
name was Thomas E. Kimball, and 
she claims he said he was a single 
man, competent to contract a mar- 
riage with her. He proposed and was 
accepted, and September 18, 1917, 
the defendant procured a marriage 
license under the name of Kimball 
and Justice of the Peace Wilson 
married them in Albuquerque.
